The hearings area result of an 
eight-year series of events cul- 
minating in a letter to UNO 
Chancellor Ronald Roskens 
last July which said the UNO- 
UNL School of Social Work may 
lose its accreditation because 
the CSWE feels it cannot "per- 
petuate a critical situation.” 


Roskens said the hearing was 
“confidential. We could not 
endorse the presence of media 
representatives. 


“Our purpose is to advance 
the case and respond to their 
(CSWE) questions ina 
framework of confidentiality,” 
he added. 


Provost Herbert Garfinkel 
said “confidential matters” were 
defined as “matters that im- 
pinge on persons.” 


Garfinkel was asked if this 
same definition applied to the 
site visit report filed by CSWE 
representatives last May. A 
Gateway request for the report. 
in early September was refused 
by Garfinkel. 


The report — later obtained 
by the Gateway — discusses 
such matters as a “fierce rivalry” 
between UNO and UNL and a 
“murky” financial future for “the 
entire university” in Omaha. 


Garfinke! said Monday the 
report was not a public matter

How is the university's current plan to put parking in the 
Elmwood Park ravine different from the’ one that was declared 
illegal in 1972 and 1973? 

According to Campus Planner Rex Enadbreison, the plan 
formulated in 1971 was what is called a “joint-use agreement.” 


| The university would have developed the ravine and controlled it 


while school was in session with the city retaining ownership, 
Engebretson explained. 

Two groups of citizens — Friends of the Parks, and a group 
led by attorney Ephraim Marks — contended that the city had no 
right to enter an agreement to relinquish control or responsibili- 
ty over the ravine. They were victorious in U.S. District Court 


and later — when the university appealed to the State Supreme | 


Court — won again. 

The two new plans are different, Engebretson said. Under 
one of the proposals, the legislature would give the city of 
Omaha funds to develop the ravine, with the city retaining 
ownership and control. Under the other proposal the legislature 


would give the university power and funding to condemn the |

Chancellor Ronald Roskens will recommend to the Board of 
Regents in Lincoln today that UNO go east, west and south in its 
quest for parking space. 

In a 30-page parking reportthe Regents requested of Roskens 
during their October meeting, the Chancellor recommends that the 
board authorize: 

1) Plans for 1,100 parking spaces in the Elmwood Park ravine. 

2) Development of 302 parking spaces on university land on 
the west side of campus and 84 spaces on an acre of western 
property UNO plans to buy. 

3) Continued use of remote parking at Ak-Sar-Ben. 

Same as 1970? 

Though Roskens said his report should not be considered a 
“Bible” for the future, it is the first large-scale proposal for 
increasing parking space since 1970. 

Its recommendations are virtually the same as those set 


forward by the Texas planning firm Caudill Rowlett Scott in 1970. 


According to Roskens, the difference — at least with the ravine 


_— will be UNO’s legal approach. 


in 1973, the Nebraska State Supreme Court upheld the 
invalidation by a district court of a joint-use agreement UNO had 
signed with the city in February, 1971. Roskens said some 
individuals “have construed this to mean that the ravine couldn't be 
used by UNO. That's just not true.” 

New Routes to Ravine 

This time, Roskens recommends, the university should follow 
one of two new routes to the ravine: a direct legislative appropria~ 
tion to the city of Omaha for development of parking and 
recreational facilities or legislative authority and funding for: 
condemnation of the ravine. 

Under the first proposal, Roskens said, the city would still own, 
police and possibly sell parking permits for the ravine. Under the 
second, the university would own the land. 

Roskens said, “Il would prefer not to go the condemnation 


Physical Plan the Same ; 

The physical plan for ravine parking is the same as that 
proposed in 1970, according to Campus Planner Rex Engebretson. 
That plan would develope eight of the ravine’s 21 acres into 
terraced parking lots capable of accomodating 1,100 vehicles. The 
remaining 13-acres would be converted to open park and 
recreational use. . 

Total cost of thé ravine project would be approximately $1.7 
million, according to the report. 

Engebretson said,‘"What we propose is definitely not a rape of 
the ravine. In fact, it may improve the area.” He said most of. the 
ravine’s trees would be cut down if UNO moved it ‘in, but they would 
be replaced. 

“Except for the pathways,” Engebretson said, “the ravine is not 
usable as park land anyway.” 

“Mixed Reactions” 

Roskens said several officials of city government have been 
approached with the new ravine plan. It has been greeted with 
“mixed reactions,” he said. 

Perhaps the ravine project's biggest stumbling block will be 
funding, Roskens acknowledged. “There’s no question about the 
fact that capital funds are going to be very limited (due to the 
economy) in the period ahead.” - 

‘Money, according to the report, is also a problem with remote 
parking at Ak-Sar-Ben. A park-and-ride service was started in 1971 
following the Caudill Rowlett Scott study, but soon folded due to 
lack of participation. 

Remote Successtul — How Much 

Remote parking was exhumed this fafl and has been 
successful thus far. The report states, however, "... cost is a 
significant factor and will increase with expanded usage.” The ~ 
total: approximately $33,000 annually. 

Cost is less of a factor with the western property, Roskens said, 
because the university already owns it. Usage is another question. 
Roskens said sone students may opt for free parking in the 
developed portion of Elmwood Park rather than paying to park on 
the remote west side of campus, For this reason, he is for limited 
movement west, but is “not in favor of vast parking expansion to the 
west immediately.” Total cost of this project would be about. 
$41,000. 

Report Called “Benchmark” 

According to the repori, the number of parking spaces 
currently administered by UNO — on-campus (2,496), Ak-Sar-Ben 
(350),.St. Margret-Mary Church (99), and First Christian Church 
(95), — is 3,040. 

The report sets a “benchmark” for the future of “3,500 
reasonably priced, financially  self- 
sufficient, geographically dispersed parking spaces within reason- 
able distance of the center of campus.’ 

The second requirement’ ‘would seem to make hi-rise parking 
somewhat improbable,” Roskens said. Areport done in 1973 by the

In the October 24 Gateway 
you reviewed and recom- 
mended Angela Davis’ new 
book, With My Mind on Free- 
dom. { would fike to recom- 
mend that readers orderanew 
book entitled, From Under the 
Rubble, and, after reading it, 
they can make a better judg~ 
ment as to whether Miss Davis’ 
title is appropriate. 

The book | recommend is a 
collection of 11 essays edited 
by exiled Nobel Prize novelist 
Alexander Solzhenitsyn. The 
English title of the book (From 
Under the Rubble) is the clos- 
est possible approximation of 
the Russian title (Iz pod glyb), 
which means people speak- 
ing from beneath stone blocks 
or masses of earth or debris 
that have buried them alive. 

These voices, the reader 
discovers, are trying to sound 
a warning call from beneath 
the most oppressive system 
ever devised in the sad history 
of mankind. These voices 
belong to six distinguished 
dissidents still living in the 
USSR who are totatly vulner- 
able to arrest, imprisonment, 
or execution. Three of the es- 
says are by Solzhenitsyn, who 
is alive only because of his in- 
ternational fame as a novelist 
and the fact that repeated fail- 
ures in communist agricul- 
ture have made the USSR 
dependent upon U.S. wheat 
and corn to prevent wide-

endowed Marxist-Leninist 


These remarkably coura- 
geous men are pleading with 
us to understand before it is 
too late — before we, too, are 
buried alive and mankind 
hears the bolt locked behind 
him — before there descends 
upon our species a darkness 
So oppressive that the flicker- 
ing light of the human spirit, 
which tyrants have always 
attempted to put out, is totally 
extinguished. 

Students in’ America are 
being led down the garden 
path. The bait of idealism is 
being dangled before them, 
but they are failing to com- 
prehend that the seeming 
Marxist-Leninist idealism is 
baited on a menacing hook. 
Only after the bait has been 
fully swallowed does he begin 
to-realize that he has the taste 
of blood in his mouth.

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CIA Fears Changes 
in World Leaders 


WASHINGTON — CIA anal- 
ysts have looked into the future 
and predicted an entirely dif- 
ferent world for the 1980s. 

Over the next ten years, they 
believe, the old order will fall 
away and the nations will be in 
ferment. The new world, they 
fear, could be more hostile for 
the United States. 

Most of the venerable leaders 
who have shaped the events of 


the past three decades, the 
experts reason, will have 
passed on. 


In Red China, for example, 
new-faces will soon appear to 
replace Mao Tse-tung, now 82, 
and Chou En-lai, 77. Yugo- 
slavia’s 83-year-old Marshal 
Tito, who faced down the Rus- 
sians and stubbornly pursued 
his own brand of Communism, 
will be gone. Several of Latin 
America’s military dictators will 
die. or be deposed. 


The CIA views these pending 


leadership changes in Cold War 


terms. They fear that the politi- 
cal turmoil, in combination with 
spreading economic chaos, 
could cause a vast Red tide to 
wash upon the shores of the 
seven continents. 


_ CIA analysts point to Portu- 
gal as a current example. There 
a 50-year-old right-wing dicta- 
torship was overthrown and the 
Communists — backed by the 
Kremlin — are struggling for the 
upper hand. 

In the wake of Generalissimo 
Franco's death, they predict, 
Spain will witness even a blood- 
ier struggle between commun- 
ism and the forces of 
democracy. And _ the _ intelli- 
gence analysts are appalled 
over recent polls in Italy which 
show a Communist leader to be 
the most popular politician in 
the country. 

CIA experts are fully aware 
that the Russians are already 
working to take advantage of 
the turbulence. The Kremlin 
believes the world is ripe for 


_ revolution. There is open talk in 


Moscow, according to intelli- 
gence reports, about the possi- 
bility of defeating capitalism. 
Mikhail Suslov, the number 
two man in the Politburo, is 
working difigently to strengthen 
the Kremlin’s ties with com- 
munist parties in other nations. 
Both Washington and Mos- 
cow, in short, are still pushing 
peaceful co-existence. But the 
intelligence community is 
quietly advising U.S. leaders

lronically, at the same time the UNO administration is seeking 
a large increase in parking space, Engebretson and Roskens say 
the situation seems to be improving. 

According to Roskens, there has not been atime this semester 
when every on-campus parking space has been filled and, 
according to the report, student parking permit sales have totaled 
only 5,068 this fall compared to 6,026 a year ago. Faculty and staff 
permits (university employes were charged a parking fee for the 
first time this fall) have dropped from 1,507 to 1,044 during the 


same period. 


All this despite a six per cent increase in on-campus 


enrollment to 14,763. 


Roskens and Engebretson cite several possible reasons for 
these phenomena. Engebretson explained that UNO has been able 
to maintain a constant number of parking spaces despite 
construction, rescheduling of classes has leveled off the number of 
students on campus at one time, and many students have come to 
believe (wrongly, he said) that there really isno parking on campus. 

Roskens said he thinks more students are riding buses and 
bicycles, carpooling, and walking to school, though he said he has 
no statistics to prove it. Also, Roskens said many students are 
apparently dodging the university's $12 permit fee by parking in 
residential areas and Elmwood Park. 

Cars In Elmwood 

“l see cars in Elmwood when | come to school at 6:30 in the 
morning, and | know damn well they're not there because they can’t 
find space on campus,” Roskens said. 

Despite the current “decent situation,” Engebretson said the 
administration will continue to push for increased parking. “Things 
are okay right now,” he said, “but we expect enrollment to keep 
increasing. Now is the time we have the opportunity to plan and 


provide for the future.” 


Noting that he has received phone calls from irate homeown- 
ers, Roskens said “a few” UNO students are parking illegally and 
orally abusing area residents. He said UNO has a “responsibility to 


be a good neighbor.” 


Part of being a “good neighbor” means not 


clogging a residential street with parked cars, he added. - 
Student Lures? : 
But once the new parking areas are complete, how does 
Roskens expect the university to lure students to them? “That’s an 


area of great concern,” he said. 


Roskens said he does not expect official regental action on his 
report today. It is not listed as an “action” item on the agenda, he 


said.

Is Dr. Hunter S. Thompson for 
real? Does he do all that dope? 
Is he really nuts?” 

Yes. 

| arrived at this opinion after 
observing Thompson at last 
Monday's lecture. Jon Collins, 
SPO's speaker and symposium 
chairman, allowed me’ to ride 
with him and Thompson to the 
Hilton. There, | sat in the 
Gonzo's room and was amazed. 
After a bit of confusion, Collins, 
Thompson and myself went toa 
small party. 

First things first. tf a stranger 
goes up to Dr. Thompson and 
asks, “Do you do alt that dope?” 
— the answer will be no. Any 
person will do the same. There 
are some habits, under threat of 
arrest, that cannot be admitted 
to. 

As a reporter on this story, | 
feel | have the same problem. if 
someone were to ask me certain 
questions | would have prob- 
lems. 


Did you and Hunter smoke a 
high-grade Colombian joint 
and drink Wild Turkey in the 
back seat of a state car‘on the 
way to the Hilton following the 
lecture? 

No, that is a vicious lie con- 
trived to defame Thompson's 
reputation and to get a Gateway 
reporter in trouble. ° 

Thompson displayed strange 
behavior when the car pulled up 
in front of the Hilton. Mankie- 
wicz left the car from the front 
passenger door. | left the car 
from the right rear door and 
took the front seat. 

Exiting from the rear door on 
the driver's side Thompson 
stared for a few moments down 
16th St. Then he threw the 
contents of his glass in the 
ground, spraying liquid and ice 
cubes on the Hilton's circular 
drive. He shut the door and 
walked around the back of the 
car to the other rear door. 
Opening it, he crawled back 
inside to get his leather bag and 
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coat. Arms full, he began to 
walk away before noticing that 
he forgot to close the door. He 
then leaned the top half of his 6- 
foot plus body back and sa- 
vagely kicked the door shut with 
a small leap. 

“He is really destructive,” 
Collins said as we watched him 
enter the hotel. 

Hunter’s hotel room = ap-~ 
peared intact. Rumors have it 
that he has done such things as 
rip televisions off walls and 
the like.

Leaving the room for the 
party was difficult. Thompson 
doubled-checked his whiskey 
situation and found it lacking. 
He forgot about it as he paced 
the room:a few times. 

“What am | missing?” Thomp- 
son asked. 

“You need your coat,” | said. 

He put his coat on and stood 
in the center of the room puz- 
zled. 

“Do you have your room 
key?” | asked: 

He nodded and stood patting 


. his pockets. 
“This is Omaha, | said, “you | 


don't really need a gun.” 

“| have a can of Mace,” he 
said. 

Collins, who had the awe- 
some responsibility of keeping 
track of Thompson, started 
moving for the door. t followed 
and Thompson did likewise, 


apparently forgetting what it 
was that he needed. 

The party was a small gather- 
ing of SPO members and a few 
friends. “I don’t want to answer 
any questions. | just want to 
have some drinks,” Thompson 


.instructed Collins beforehand. 


“At that party did Thompson 
suggest to you that Frank 
Mankiewicz's door should be 
kicked down and his room 
ransacked until his dope was 
found?” 

Negative. 

Midway through the party | 
heard Thompson claim that the 
realistic eye in the center of the 
pendant he was wearing was 
from the head of a child. 

- Thompson also took an inter- 
est in a non-prescription throat 
spray a person had. The spray 
has amild numbing effect and is 
used for sore throats and the 
like. The’ whole bottle soon 
disappeared. 

As a Bishop in the Church of 
New Truth, Thompson legally 


can marry people. He said he . 


does not like to do it because 
they always fail. An exception 
was made atthe party, however, 
for he did marry two people. 
Unfortunately, the make-shift 
contract, notarized and signed 
by Thompson, was torn apart by 
the groom after the party.

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“Politics is very simple. It’s 
people like Frank and | who fuck 
it up,” Dr. Hunter S. Thompson 
said during last Monday's lec- 
ture with Frank Mankiewcz in 
the MBSC Ballroom. 


Thompson, a “gonzo” jour- 
nalist working for the Roiling 
Stone, was brought by the 
Student Programming Organi- 
zation along with Mankiewicz. 
The main theme of the discus- 
sion before approximately 400 
people was politics, which both 
men were very open about. 


“Vm not a political activist in 
any sense except in self- 
defense,” Thompson said. “J 
wasn't even into politics until ! 
got beat up in Chicago.” 


Thompson was referring to 
the 1968 Democratic Conven- 
tion when what some describe 
as a police riot broke out. Many 
demonstrators, bystanders and 
journalists were injured by 
night-stick swinging officers. 


It was during the 1972 elec- 
tion when Thompson and “gon- 
zo” came into the spotlight. He 
was filing copy with the Rolling 
Stone and his reports were filled 
with weird political insights 
such as the rumor of Muskie’s 
drug abuse. 


“There is no such thing as 
objective journalism and truth,” 
Thompson said at the lecture. 
“tt never occurred to me until 
half-way through the campaign 
that people were believing me. | 
found out that some people who 
read the Rolling. Stone read 
nothing else.” 


At one point during Monday’s 
lecture, which took mainly a 
question/answer form, the 
question of Thompson's accur- 
acy arose. ‘'Goddammit,” 
Thompson said during the 
query, “don’t getinto it too deep 
or I’m going to just chop you 
right off at the knees.” 


Questioned on his “gonzo” 
method, Thompson said, “It’s a 
nice word.” The method appar- 
ently cannot be clearly defined. 
In the question about accuracy 
the person was quoting an 
Esquire story, according to 
Thompson, which claimed that 
he said he was 40 per cent 
accurate. 


“One of the things that 
amuses me about the straight 
press is they are always raving 
and bitching about my irre- 
sponsible journalism. The bas- 
tards can’t quote me right. I'm 
never quoted correctly, even 
you,” Thompson said. “It was 45 
per cent.” 


Accuracy is difficult in poli- 
tics, according to Thompson, 
“The question of truth is very 
tricky. | don’t think there’s 
anybody covering politics who 
has more of a commitment to 
truth than [| do. | just happen to 
see it and express it a bit differ- 
enily. 


“| just happen to report it 
(politics) as t see it, which is 
subjective and, at times, angry 
and satirical.” 


Questions about President 
Ford drew strange comments 
from Thompson who once, 
during the '72 campaign, re- 
ferred to a candidate as “a 
thieving pig fucker. 


“Ford will probably fall down 
a manhole if someone doesn’t 
shoot him first,” Thompson 
said. “There is a fear that he 
(Ford) might try to chew gum 
and swim at the same time.” 


President Ford could not be 
reached for comment. 


Paranoia is one of the reasons 
Thompson is covering politics. 
He said that he does not know if 
he will cover the '76 election. “If 
1 can turn my back on the 
bastards (politicians), I'm satis-. 
fied.” . 


The subject of drugs, surpris- 
ingly, only came up once witha 
question about the legalization 
of pot. Thompson said that 
future legalization is inevitable. 
“t dread it, frankly. Quality is 
going to go terribly down. 
Prices up. They'll tax it to 
death.” 


One person criticized 
Thompson as a poor model for 
young people. He replied, “I 
don't feel like {’m a good mode! 
for anyone. Problem is, | see no 
good models for me. | think Bob 
Dylan said that.” 


Following the lecture Thomp- 
son and Mankiewicz auto- 
graphed books brought up by 
the audience.

During an UNO appearance 
sponsored by SPO last Monday, 
Frank Mankiewicz predicted 
President Ford would not win 
the Republican nomination 
next year, 


Mankiewicz who has served 
as press ‘secretary for the late 
Senator Robert Kennedy and 
“political director’ for Senator 
George McGovern during their 
respective presidential cam- 
paigns, said he thought “Ford is 
really enormously weak. 


“| think Ronald Regan will 
beat him (Ford) in New Hamp- 
shire and | think Ronald Reagan 
will beat him in Florida and | 
think the contest in the Republi- 
can party is then going to be be- 
tween Reagan and somebody.” 


For that somebody Mankie- 
wicz predicted Republicans will 
choose a more moderate candi- 
date than Reagan such as 
Senator Howard Baker. 


For the Democratic candidate 
Mankiewicz said it could be any 
one of five: Representative 
Morris Udall, Sergeant Shriver, 
Jimmy Carter, Senator Birch 
Bayh, or Senator Frank Church. 


Mankiewicz thinks any De- 
mocratic nominee could beat 
President Ford; nevertheless, 
he has had some reservations. 


“Now the Democrats have the 
capability of tearing their party 
apart,” he said. “They have a 
tradition of doing it. They havea 
great skill at finding the one 
issue on which they can lose, 
and maybe they will do so. But 
at the moment the Democrats 
look to be unified whichis a rare 
state of affairs for them and if 
that continues [ think they’ll 
win.” 


Mankiewicz said the past six - 


months have changed public 
opinion about President Ford. 


Ford “can’t hold his staff 
together,” he said. “People are 
going to look at the $.80-a- 
gallon gasoline, and economy 
that doesn’t seem to be recover- 
ing quickly at all, and a govern- 
ment deficit of $60 billion which 
is bound to run up interest 
rates.” 


Television 
Recently Frank Mankiewicz 
has been researching a book on 
the effects of television on 
national life to be released 

sometime next fall. 


That research, he says, has 
proved to him that the public is 
far more ready for serious 
political and economic change 
than the government. 


As an example Mankiewicz 
told of two recent “cop shows” 
which identified a multi-na- 
tional corporation as “murderer 
villains.” 


“What those two programs 
told me is that some very 
sophisticated research had

American people were ready in 
overwhelming numbers to have 
a multi-national corporation 
identified as one of the viilians. 
And, indeed, to name a multi- 
national corporation as immor- 
al, unpatriotic, and murderous 
is not going to offend any size- 
able part of the American tele- 
vision audience.” — 


Mankiewicz said his research 
on television also pointed out 
the fact that Americans believe 
things can be solved very quick- 
ly and in an hour. 


“On television,” he said, “you 
see a series of problems clearly 
stated, intensified and then 
resolved, almost always by an 
act of violence.” But life is not 
like that, he said, because it has 
no easy solutions. 


On other issues Mankiewicz: 
— Said he believed Sirhan 
Sirhan was solely responsible 
for the death of the late Senator 
Robert F. Kennedy. 


Mankiewicz said he saw the 
shooting and besides that Sir- 
han Sirhan had confessed. 
“That’s pretty powerful evi- 
dence,” he said. 


But untikely the. death of 
Robert Kennedy, Mankiewicz 
said he does not believe the 
Warren Commission’s report 
that Lee Harvey Oswald was 
solely responsible for the death 
of the late President John 
Kennedy. He said the Warren 
Commission’s report has been 
“totally discredited.” 


—Mankiewicz said he has 
been told Senator Roman Hrus-~ 
ka's (R. Neb.) Federal Criminal 
Code Bill (S.1) would be shorn 
of its controversial passages 
which. some call a threat to 
American civil liberties. 


Mankiewicz said the consen- 
sus in Washington has agreed 
S.1 wouldn't get out of the 
Judiciary Committee with pro- 
visions other than those to 
recodify Federal Criminal law.

Briscoe Fourth Hall of Famer 


Marlin Briscoe, all-american 
quarterback for Omaha U in the 
mid-sixty's, is the fourth and 
final member to be inducted in 
the inaugural University of Ne- 
braska at Omaha Hail of Fame 
on November 14 at Peony Park. 

In addition to Briscoe, Leo 
Pearey, Bill Engelhardt, and 
Roger Sayers will be enshrined 
at the sprcial banquet. 

Briscoe, at 5-10, 170-pounds, 
had a britliant career at quarter- 
back, ‘setting 22 records of 
which 14 still stand. Among the 
more noteable: include 52 TD 
passes, 4,935 yards passing, a 
55% completion record, and a 
career total offense mark of 
6,253 yards. 

As a senior in 1967, Briscoe 
was among the nations leaders 
in passing and total offense, 
earning him all-american hon- 
ors. During his four years, 
Omaha University had a 27-11 
record including three confer- 
ence championships. 

Briscoe, drafted 14th by. the

and that the Gateway should 
not have a copy. 

Last June, the School of 
Social Work’s  then-director 
Theodore Ernst termed the 
CSWE report “emminetly fair, 
overwhelmingly accurate, and 
genuinely perceptive of the 
school and its present situation, 
promise, and problems.” 


Roskens said, “! cannot speak 
for Ernst. Much of what was said 
in that first report (the May site 
visit report) was not aptly de- 
scribed.” Raskens said “certain 
circumstances” and “some oth- 
er factors were not known.” 


Roskens, a student from the 
ad-hoc Committee of Social 
Work: Accreditation, Systems 
Vice-President Steven Sample, 
College of Public Affairs and 
Community Service Dean Hu- 
bert Locke, Garfinkel, and act- 
ing Social Work Director 
Ronald Ozaki will present a 
brief statement at the hearing 
concerning the quality of the 
social work program. Following 
that, UNO representatives will 
be open to questions by CSWE 
officials. 


Ozaki said in’a Gateway 
interview last week the school’s 
defense will emphasize the 
hiring of more faculty, a higher 
priority given to the school by 
University Systems President 
D. B. Varner, and the move of 
the entire school to the UNO 
campus, scheduled to be com- 
plete by fall of 1976 (the cur- 
rent program exists on both the 
UNO and UNL campuses). 


“If the press were allowed it

of these hearings,” Roskens 
said, “and | don’t think there’s 
ever been a press person at any 
accreditation hearing in the 
U.S. 


“This is not solely our deci- 
sion,” he continued. “You will 
find the principle of confiden- 
tiality confirmed by them 
(CSWE).” 


However, a representative of 
the CSWE's Accreditation 
Committee told the Gateway 
she had discussed the matter 
with her “superiors,” and that 
permission for the Gateway’s 
presence at the hearing would 
be granted with the approval of 
Locke. 


When contacted, Locke said 
the decision was “not up to” him 
and that it would have to be 
taken up with Roskens. 


Roskens said the Gateway 
“misunderstood” the CSWE.
